May Hit 
$100,000

Forty firemen, regulars 
and volunteers, battled for 
more than two hours last 
night against a raging fire 
that destroyed a 44-year-old 
commercial building on the 
north s i d e of Novato’s 
Grant avenue. 
Four fire engines and a 
volunteered Western Cali­ 
fornia Telephone Co. ladder 
truck w e r e rushed into 
service when the fire in the 
800 block was reported at 9:11 
p.m. 
Flames were v i s i b l e for 
miles. 
Fire Chief George J. Caval- 
lero said today no accurate es­ 
timate of the loss was yet pos­ 
sible. But reports from insur­ 
ance adjusters indicated dam­ 
age to the four burned-out busi­ 
nesses may reach $100,000. 
DESTROYED STORES 
The four business establish­ 
ments housed in the building 
were Moore’s D e p a r t m e n t 
Store, 854 Grant; Valet Clean­ 
ers, at 852; Rayburn’s Grocery, 
at 850, and the B and W Meat 
Co. at 830. A fifth store in the 
building was unoccupied. 
Cause of the fire, Chief Cav- 
allero said today, is still not 
known. 
“It may have been some elec­ 
trical wiring in the attic or 
walls,” he hazarded. 
The fire apparently started 
in Rayburn’s Grocery. 
Hundreds of anxious onlook­ 
ers crowded onto Grant avenue 
to watch as firemen poured 
streams of water on the burn­ 
ing structure from hoses which 
stretched for several blocks. 
WIND IS HINDRANCE 
A light wind hindered the 
fire-fighters. For a time, there 
was fear among firemen and 
onlookers that the blaze might 
spread into a repetition of San 
Rafael’s disastrous downtown 
fire of last July 29, which de­ 
stroyed more than a million 
dollars worth of property on 
both sides of Fourth street. 
“Just when we got it under 
control about 11 o’clock, the 
wind died down,” commented 
Chief Cavallero ruefully. 
The demolished building was 
owned by W. T. Simmons of 
Novato, who stood in the crowd 
with his wife watching as the 
structure crumpled in flames. 
The building was insured, it 
was reported. 
“This was the worst fire 
we’ve had since 1945,” the fire 
chief recalled today. 
1945 BLAZE 
Fire in April of 1945 result­ 
ed in a loss of $100,000. De­ 
stroyed then were four busi­ 
nesses including the Pini Hard­ 
ware Store, a grocery store, 
butcher shop and c l o t h i n g 
store. The Novato Theater is 
now located on that site on 
Grant avenue. 
At one point last night, an 
explosion was felt. It probably 
occurred in the attic which

By Tabling Budget 


Terra 
L i n d,a 
Community 
Services District directors last 
night »voted 4-1 against com­ 
mitting the district to purchase 
of a second fire engine, but 
left the issue open by tabling 
a proposed $35,000 budget for 
further study. 
Director M urray (Pete) P eter­ 
son argued in vain for imme­ 
diate purchase of a 750-gallon- 
per-minute p um per engine, to 
cost $17,500 and be paid for in 
installments over three years 
He was supported in his argu 
ments by m em bers of the Terra 
Linda V olunteer Fire Depart 
ment, who 
appeared at the 
Community 
Services 
District 
meeting in Hoffman School af 
ter adjourning their own meet 
ing, and who comprised most 
of the 20-member audience. 
HIS ARGUMENT 
“If we don’t have the m ater 
ials to save T erra Linda from 
fire, then we won’t need the 
other item s,” argued Peterson 
Dick Flaherty, volunteer fire 
chief, said he thought a truck 
is needed “m ore than plants,’ 
and declared he didn’t think he 
“could pu t in 24 hours a day if 
the district doesn’t have ade 
quate equipm ent.” 
Chairman 
John C. Meyers 
retorted: “We were told just 
several m onths ago that the 
truck we have could handle 90 
per cent of the fire».” 
The board 
majority 
went 
along with the chairm an in re 
jecting the request. 
In his reference to “plants,” 
Flaherty apparently referred to 
landscaping for which $800 is 
included in the proposed bud 
get as an equipm ent purchase 
item. 
The budget, 
submitted 
by 
Franklyn D. Helm,' budget and 
finance director, would call for 
a $1 tax rate, the maximum the 
district could levy. Helm saic 
it would m ean a tax of $42.50 
on the 
average 
Terra Linda 
home. 
Helm argued that the reap­ 
praisal program will result in 
lower taxes this year for Terra 
Linda, so that even with the 
$42.50 for the community serv­ 
ices district, the total tax bill 
will be about $20 under last 
year’s for the average family. 
The directors took another 
step along the road to a bond 
issue election by 
authorizing 
William W. Munson, parks and 
recreation director, 
to spend 
$500 for prelim inary architect’s 
sketches of a proposed $300,000 
project. The project would in 
elude rem odeling the old Dixie 
School for district headquart­ 
ers, building a firehouse and 
developing a recreation area 
on its site, besides developing 
two other recreation areas in 
Terra Linda— one for tiny tots 
and one for active sports such 
as tennis, volley ball, etc. 
The proposed 
budget 
con­ 
tains $6,500 for architectural 
fees and bond election costs. 
The board received a letter 
from H arry Heifetz, developer 
of an administrative-profession­ 
al zone across Highway 101 
from T erra Linda, saying he is 
not interested in having 
his 
property annexed «to the com­ 
munity services district at this 
time.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Public Report Would Help 
Explain 'Charity' Events 


“All proceeds go to charity.” 
Have you ever noticed that statement, 
or something like it, printed on “benefit 
raffle” tickets or included in benefit 
bingo game advertising material? 
It frequently is there if you look 
for it. 
But most of the time it is extremely 
misleading; sometimes it is wholly false. 
Oh, there may be a rare instance 
when some women's group raffles off a 
quilt made by the group and turns over 
the total proceeds to, say, some mis­ 
sionary effort. 
But that would be the rare exception; 
something quite the opposite is more 
nearly the rule. 
Obviously we can not have checked 
ALL the endless carnivals, festivals, 
fund night benefits, etc., that take place 
in Marin during even one season. 
But the few we have been able to 
peek inside of indicate quite strongly 
that all proceeds do NOT go to charity. 
First the costs of the affair must be 
paid. If an automobile is raffled, it must 
be paid for. So must such items as TV 
sets, refrigerators, freezers, washing 
machines and other appliances that tra­ 
ditionally appear on prize lists. 
(True, 
some organizations manage to persuade 
merchants to donate prizes, but this 
again is the exception rather than the 
general practice, so far as we have been 
able to determine.) 
If crowds require special policing, as 
is frequently the case, necessary police­ 
men ordinarily are paid “out of pro­ 
ceeds.” 
If gambling equipment is rented, a 
fee must be paid. If professional dealers 
and operators are part of the rental con­ 
tract, they must be paid, usually out of 
a percentage which the supplier of 
equipment and operators “take” before 
the “profits” go to the sponsoring or­ 
ganization. 
Decorations, 
advertising, 
publicity, 
entertainment talent fees, breakage, 
clean up, and a whol« host of similar 
items must be paid for, likewise out of 
proceeds. 


We could hardly believe it when these 
costs amounted to between 60 and 70 
per cent of the total “take” at the bene­ 
fit affairs into which we got a behind- 
the-scenes peek. 
As a fellow associated with a 70 per 
cent operation said, “Altogether we 
took in about $10,000. But when we got 
done paying all the expenses, we had 
only about $3,000 ‘benefit.’ We volun­ 
teers wound up asking ourselves whe­ 
ther it was worth it.” 
We would add a question about whe­ 
ther it was worth it to the wage-earner 
who dropped around to that particular 
“celebration” and spent $10 or so try­ 
ing to “win a ham,” as they say. 
He probably went home consoling 
himself that at least the lost $10 went 
“to a good cause.” 
Actually, he could have spent $7 for 
premium ham and given $3 directly to 
the good cause with the same result. For 
out of the $10 he dropped at the celebra­ 
tion, only $3 went to the good cause; the 
rest went toward expenses. 
Now let’s examine the “charity” part. 
Our dictionary defines charity as “aid 
to the poor.” Most of us think of charity 
in that way. 
Paying expenses of “name” guests 
at the fatber-and-son banquet is hardly 
aid to the poor.” Even such a worth­ 
while expenditure as support of Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, etc., isn't exactly 
“aid to the poor.” 
Some years ago the Larkspur Lions 
Club annually conducted the old Lark­ 
spur 49er Fiesta. 
Afterwards it was 
their custom to publicly account for the 
money they took in. In old issues of the 
Independent-Journal you will find their 
public 
accounting, 
showing 
all 
the 
money taken in, the breakdown of ex­ 
penses and the balance that actually 
went toward the worthy purpose. 
We always approved and applauded 
this custom of the Larkspur Lions and 
the Larkspur 49er Fiesta. 
We commend the system to all organ­ 
izations that solicit public participation 
in their fund raising activités.

Judge Was Acting 
Within His Rights 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
I was distressed to r e a d 
(May 28) of the accusation? 
made by a Fairfax lawyer, 
Harold 
Tobin, 
against 
Su­ 
preme Court Justice Jesse Wr. 
Carter. 
Like the great majority of 
lawyers and judges, I respect 
the ability and integrity of 
Justice Carter. He is acknowl­ 
edged as a leader in the field 
of Constitutional Law. Twelve 
of 
his 
dissenting 
opinions 
have been upheld as the cor­ 
rect law by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, a record which few, if 
any, other judges can claim. 
Justice Carter has had a 
long and honorable career in 
public service — 15 years a 
city attorney and eight years 
district attorney of Shasta 
County; he has also been a 
state senator, a governor of 
the State Bar of California, 
and for the past 19 years a 
justice of the Supreme Court 
of California. 
Although 
Tobin 
was 
re­ 
ferred to as a Bar Association 
aide, he had no authority to 
speak for anyone but himself. 
He accuses Justice Carter of: 
(1) Complete disregard for 
the rights of his neighbors; 
(2) threats of deadly violence 
against public officials; (3) 
reckless and vicious political 
assault against Marin’s Dis­ 
trict Attorney; (4) a flagrant 
violation of Judicial ethics. 
What are the facts? (1) Jus­ 
tice Carter promptly made 
full payment to every neigh­ 
bor where property was dam­ 
aged by water from the Car­ 
ter dam. (2) Justice Carter’s 
threats were made at a time 
when county officials threat­ 
ened to trespass upon and 
damage his home property, 
without benefit of any order 
or authorization of any court 
of law. Justice Carter — like 
any other individual in pri­ 
vate life—is entitled to the 
protection of the Constitution­ 
al guarantees w h i c h are 
summed up in the phrase that 
“a man’s home is his castle.” 


THE.CYNIC'S CO RNER 


Like any other private indi­ 
vidual, Justice Carter has the 
right to protect his home, 
even unto deatn if necessary, 
unless those who seek to dam­ 
age it. have complied with the 
mandate of due process of 
law. Mr. Tobin should know 
this. (3) Tobin complains of 
a “reckless and vicious politi­ 
cal assault” against Mr. Weis- 
sich, because Justice Carter 
wrote in a private letter to a 
personal friend that: “The ex­ 
periences which I have had 
with the district attorney's 
office in Marin County have 
convinced 
me 
that 
there 
should be a change in the 
office.” Assault? Reckless as­ 
sault? Vicious assault? (4) A 
judge writes a personal letter 
to a friend, recommending a 
change in the office of dis­ 
trict attorney. Is that a “fla­ 
grant 
violation 
of judicial 
ethics?” I think not. From 
personal experience I know 
that it has been more or less 
a common practice among 
judges to “have their say” in 
our 
elections. 
And 
people 
honor and respect these pri­ 
vate opinions. E v e r y o n e 
knows this; I am sure Mr. To­ 
bin knows this also. But such 
opinions are always private— 
among friends—as was Judge 
Carter’s. True, when you have 
a public endorsement of a 
candidate it could be a viola­ 
tion of judicial ethics. So the 
vice in the present situation, 
if any, arises because a per­ 
sonal, 
private 
letter to 
a 
friend has been made public 
through 
publication 
in 
a 
newspaper. Who is respon­ 
sible? Who made it public? 
Who seeks to benefit? Not 
Justice Carter. 
Mr. Tobin has launched (in 
the press) a movement to oust 
Justice Carter from the Su­ 
preme Court bench. He plans 
to write to the Board of Gov­ 
ernors of the State Bar. 
Mr. Tobin should know that 
judges are not members of 
the State Bar and the State 
Bar has no jurisdiction over 
them. A look at the Constitu­ 
tion will enlighten Mr. Tobin 
as to who has jurisdiction over 
judges.

Regulating The Labor Unions Is 


Now Agreed To Be Proper Function

Texan zillionaire suddenly 
noticed that his chauffeur had 
headed in the wrong direction 
on a one-way street, and was 
hemmed in by irate motorists 
bearing down on him. 
“Don’t just stand there, you 
fool!” barked the millionaire 
to the chauffeur. “Go out and 
buy a Cadillac going in the 
right direction!” 


Out-of-town motorist in Bos­ 
ton asked an erudite traffic 
cop, “Could you suggest a 
good place to stop at?” “I 
could,” replied the cop. “Just 
before the ‘at.’ ” 


The principle is now set-, 
tied, particularly since the 
testimony of P r e s i d e n t 
George Meany, that labor un­ 
ions are like all other power­ 
ful interests—subject to pub­ 
lic inspection and public regu­ 
lation. 
It is a very good thing that 
this principle is not in dis­ 
pute. If it were, if organized 
labor were making the claim 
so often made by other in­ 
terests, that it is private and 
immune, there would be se­ 
rious trouble ahead. 
No special interest can ex­ 
ercise the kind of power 
which the unions possess and 
then deny that there is a pub­ 
lic interest in the way it con­ 
ducts its affairs. 


MEANY HAS HAD the wis­ 
dom and the public spirit to 
recognize that if labor unions 
are not regulated by those 
who mean well by them, they 
will be wide open to the as­ 
sault of those who wish to 
destroy them. 
The question of regulating 
the unions has, of course, 
been brought to a head by 
the sensational exposures be­ 
fore Sen. McClellan’s select 
committee. 
The 
abuses 
which 
have 
been exposed are, it might be 
said, the normal result when 
great power and wealth are 
suddenly acquired by any hu­ 
man institution, and there is 
no body of law and custom 
which regulates the conduct 
of its affairs. 


THE LABOR UNIONS in 
this country have become big 
in the past 25 years, but only 
after long decades of bitter 
and often violent struggle for 
recognition and legal sanc­ 
tion. 
In the past 25 years they 
have been fostered by privi­ 
leges created and protected 
by federal statutes. No other 
kind of private association ex­ 
ercises so much power over 
the livelihood of its individu­ 
al members, over their op­ 
portunities, 
and 
over 
the 
routine of their daily lives. 
There is, therefore, no long­ 
er any argument that federal 
regulation is justified in prin­ 
ciple and necessary in prac­ 
tice. The question is what 


kind of regulation 
likely to work well. 
is most 


BROADLY S P E A K I N G , 
there are two types of regula­ 
tion. 
The first, on which there 
is now very general agree­ 
ment, is that the financial af­ 
fairs of the unions shall be 
made public, and their of­ 
ficers legally made account­ 
able for the honest adminis­ 
tration of these affairs. This 
is the principle of the Doug- 
las-Ives-Kennedy bill, dealing 
with 
welfare 
and 
pension 
funds only, which has already 
passed the Senate and it is 
not in any serious sense op­ 
posed by anyone concerned. 


If a similar bill applying to 
union 
funds is passed, it 
should mark a great reform, 
not only in protecting the un­ 
ion members from corrupt 
leaders but also in laying the 
conduct of union business 
open to public scrutiny. 


THE OTHER TYPE of regu­ 
lation, now under considera­ 
tion, is aimed at regulating 
labor unions by compelling 
them to adopt more demo­ 
cratic procedures. The theory 
is that if there were more 
democracy inside the unions, 
they would be better gov­ 
erned. 
That may be. But it is a 
question whether in fact tha 
federal government can make 
democracy compulsory in pri­ 
vate associations.

doctors and nurses 
moved in on the area. It was 
expected to take this party 
several hours to get into the 
inaccessible area. 
It was raining at the time 
of the crash. Some

North Africa 
Top Issue 
For De Gaulle

PARIS OB—Premier Charles 
de Gaulle if giving top priority 
to finding a s o l u t i o n for 
France’s 
acute 
problems 
in 
North Africa, particularly the 
double-barreled 
rebellion 
in 
Algeria. 
The reason is that, to regain 
a place in the forefront of the 
Western world, France must 
stop the great North African 
drain on its economy and repu­ 
tation. 
The emphasis on North Af­ 
rica became ever more appar­ 
ent today as details of de 
Gaulle’s talks with party lead­ 
ers continued to trickle out. 
GOING TO ALGIERS 
The premier is going to Al­ 
giers tomorrow for a first-hand 
view. 
Meanwhile, he has sent mes­ 
sages seeking peace and co­ 
operation to President Habib 
Bourguiba of Tunisia and King 
Mohammed 
V 
of 
Morocco. 
These countries are former 
French protectorates, sympa­ 
thetic neighbors of the Alge­ 
rian nationalist rebels and now 
campaigning to get lingering 
French colonial forces remov­ 
ed from their territories. 
The necessity for the prior­ 
ity on Alger» is glaringly evi­ 
dent. 


SOURCE OF FRICTION 
It is a source of friction be­ 
tween France and the United 
States. Washington has wanted 
a better relationship between 
the French and North Africa 
so the West’s influence in the 
Arab world could be built up. 
The Algerian war is costing 
France at least a million dol­ 
lars a day. 
Keeping half a million sol­ 
diers in North Africa is in­ 
creasing the labor shortage in 
France. 


FRANCE DIVIDED 
The conflict has dangerously 
troubled public s e n t i m e n t . 
France is sorely divided on 
whether the rebellious terri­ 
tory should be beaten to its 
knees or given some sort of 
self-government. 
Some say total independence 
is in order. Many doubt the 
French military can defeat the 
Moslem rebels. 
Even with the full powers 
the French Parliament has giv­ 
en him, de Gaulle will find the 
Algerian question difficult to 
solve.

Gaulle and Tunisian President 
Habib Bourguiba might clear 
up the French-Tunisian dispute 
now before the Security Coun­ 
cil. Only the Tunisians showed 
skepticism. 
De Gaulle, installed in office 
Sunday, messaged Bourguiba 
that he had the intention “of 
settling with you, if you are in 
agreement, the present diffi­ 
culties between our two coun­ 
tries.” But an interviewer for 
the Rome daily II Tempo quot­ 
ed Bourguiba last night as hav­ 
ing said, “de Gaulle or no de 
Gaulle, 
French troops must 
leave Tunisia.” 
The Security Council yester­ 
day held an all-day debate on 
Tunisian 
and 
French 
com­ 
plaints in which each country 
blamed the other for recent 
military action on 
Tunisian 
soil. 
Resumption of 
the de­ 
bate was postponed until to­ 
morrow to await developments. 
One Western diplomat said 
de Gaulle’s overture to Bour­ 
guiba ought to help. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower plans to press 
Russia to begin technical talks 
June 24 on ways to police a 
future nuclear test ban, in­ 
formed sources said today. 


Eisenhower will suggest the 
date for start of the discus­ 
sions in a new letter to Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
this week. It must be checked 
first with Britain, France and 
other North Atlantic allies. 


The President and Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster 
Dulles went over a proposed 
note 
to Khrushchev during 
an hour-long conference yes­ 
terday. Afterward Dulles ex­ 
pressed optimism the talks 
would begin this month. 


Other sources said the Unit­ 
ed States plans to suggest June 
24 as the starting date. Russia 
has indicated it is ready to 
begin by then. 


Only one possible hitch ap­ 
peared in sight and that seem­ 
ed slim. 
It involves location 
of the talks. 
Eisenhower sug­ 


gested they be held in Geneva.

Informed sources indicat­ 
ed the United States would 
hold out for Geneva on the 
ground that neutral territory 
might be more conducive to 
successful discussions.

NEW YORK UPI)—One of 
the toughest things about be­ 
ing a TV critic is describing 
shows of medium quality in 
new ways. 
So far this season I’ve used 
up mildly ingratiating, fairly 
pleasing, moderately compel­ 
ling, tolerably arresting and 
passably interesting. I’ve also 
used up other mildies like in- 
between, average, 
so-so. 
re­ 
spectable, 
admissible, 
50-50, 
lukewarm and neutral. 


Frankly, I’ve run out. And 
so, all I can say about last 
night’s CBS-TV “Studio One” 
offering, “Ticket to Tahiti,” is 
that it was mildly ingratiating, 
f a i r l y pleasing, moderately 
compelling, tolerably arresting 
and passably interesting. And 
so forth. 


It had some plusses — the 
performance of Franchot Tone, 
James MacArthur, Kim Hunter 
and Olive Sturgess. 


It also had the bones of a 
passably interesting plot: The 
father who has reached the 
middle of the journey and who 
suspects his blood is not mere­ 
ly tired, but asleep, and who 


yearns to shuck his responsibil­ 
ities and sail for Tahiti; the 
son, young, married, in debt, 
restless, spoiled, who is saddled 
with a young wife who also is 
married, in debt, restless, etc. 


But its neatly packaged end­ 
ing in which father and son 
and son’s wife and father’s girl 
friend all congealed in one 
grand and gooey gob of to­ 
getherness was absurd.

What might have been a
